Congressman Newlands moved that 
a ways and means committee be appoint- 
ed to raise funds to defray the expenses of 
the convention.

Vice-chairman Charles A. Towne of

People had suffered grieviously at the 


hands of monopolies and trusts, but here- 
after the people would look after their 
own affairs. The single gold standard 
would ruin the masses of the people he 
said. The speaker refered to Teller's bolt 
to the delight of the audience.

the convention had thus far experienced.

Hoosac Valley House Repaired 


and Enlarged and Made 


First-Class. 


IT IS ROW CHESHIRE 


What Has Been Done Since the Firs, A 


Fine Hotel Spring* From the Ruin*. 


New 
Landlords. 
The' Housa 


Occupies • Historic Site. 


The public has beea without a stopping 


place at Cheshire since the Hoosac Valley 
house was partially burned about three 
months ago. Since that time extensive 
repairs have been made at large expense, 
the ownership of the property has chang- 
ed and the hotel has been leased to new 
landlords. The house will be opened to 
the public next Saturday and then travel- 
ers can be entertained in Cheshire at one 
of the most complete and best appointed 
hotels in the region. The name of the 
hotel, which had been known as the 
Hoosac Valley bouse for twenty-five years 
had been changed to Cheshire Inn. 


It will be recalled that the fire which 


originated in some unknown manner, 
was not subdued until the inside of the 
building had been pretty well burned out. 
The owner, James B. Dean, one of 
Cheshire's large real estate holders, turn- 
ed the hotel over to his four children, 
George Z , W. B. and Lois E. Dean of 
Cheshire, and Mrs. W. S. Jenfcs of Adams. 


To the house has been added an addi- 


tion increasing its former capacity by 
half, and the enlarged structure is sup- 
plied with every modern convenience 
and fitted up throughout in good style. 
After the new part was completed the 
whole of the old part, which baa been 
damaged by fire, was changed in many 
respects and people who were familiar 
with the house as it was before the fire 
would hardly know it now. 


The house wo? a very old one and had 


many of the ancient features which archi- 
tects are imitating now. The building 
and repairing have been done under the 
supervision of Architect Worden R. Brown 
and the work has been done in the best 
manner. Messrs. George Z. and Warren 
Dean, who are large owners of houses 
here, have also kept a watchful eye on 
the work and have been of much assis- 
tance to the architect. Several fireplaces 
which bad been bricked up and out of use 
for many years have been opened on the 
first floor. Twenty-six call-bells were 
put in Tuesday. New hard wood floors 
have been laid and the finish is of white, 
wood and pine. The dining room and hall 
have been enlarged and the stairways 
arranged so thoy are much easier to travel 
than before. The whole house is en- 
tirely changed and the furnishings are of 
the best. 


The propnetcr), Arthur and E. D. 


Blush of Middlefleld, are amateurs in the 
hotel business, although they are favora- 
bly known. A'thur Blush is widely 
known to traveling men, he having Ispen 
on the road in a commercial capacity him- 
self for many yearSj and it is believed this 
acquaintance will be of Considerable 
advantage to the hotel. 


Tbis house is one of the old landmarks 


of Cheshire and might appropriately have 
been named the Century house. It was 
built 100 years ago and used as a farm 
house by Captain Daniel Brown, whose 
landed estate included most of the tarn- 
tory now covered by the village of Ches- 
hire. He kept a dairy of some fifty cows, 
and the 1400-pound cheese taken to Presi- 
dent Jefferson by Rev. John Leland was 
made and pressed on this spot. There 
was a cider brandy distillery in the rear of 
the house and the cheese was pressed in 
the cider press, connected with the dis- 
tillery. Sections of the screws used are to 
be seen now at the athenawm in Pittsfleld 
and the Cheshire library. 


The people of Cheshire are to be con- 


gratulated upon having so good a hotel, 
and that it occupies a site of such historic 
interest will be news to many.

SOME SILVER NONSENSE. 


An ardent silver advocate has chal- 


• lenged the editor of the TRANSCRIPT to 


give any evidence that will go to show 
that free silver would drive gold out of 
circulation in this country. 
We are 


pleased to do this, for we have repeatedly 
heard the silly statement made that gold 
today could circulate in this country along 
•with free silver. Let us see. 


The advocates of the unlimited coinage 


j-of silver say: "Open the mints to the free 
1 coinage of both metals. Then they will 


both be coined, and both will circulate as 


1 money." But though every country in 


Europe and America has tried this experi- 
ment, though some are still trying it, the 
advocates of this method cannot point to 
a single instance in which their method 
has ever succeeded. France had, with 
her mints/open to both metals, first a cir- 
culation of silver up to'about 1850, and 
then a reversal to gold only. 


Our own experience here in the United 


States has been the same. Our coinage 
ratio of 15 to 1, from 1792 to 1334, over- 
valued silver and undervalued gold, so 
during those years, at least the last twenty 
of them, our circulation consisted pf silver 
and no gold. The change of ratio in 1834 
and 1537 to 15.93 to 1 (commonly spoken 
of as "16 to 1") overvalued gold and un- 
dervalued silver, and silver gradually re- 
tired from circulation as money. No one 
would part with 371.25 grains of silver (the 
amount of pure silver in a dollar) for 100 
cents as money when he could sell it for 
103 cents as bullion. The cheap money 
Klways drives out the dearer money. 


And this has been the experience of 


every nation that has ever tried the ex- 
periment. A donble standard is, there- 
fore, an alternating standard. It is not 
bimetallism, but one-at-a-time metallism. 


What the people want is the use of both 


•metals, each in the way that will best 
aerve their purposes. They want the 
actual circulation of both, not simply the 
promise of it. Free silverites offer them a 
method that has always failed and in the 
nature of things always will. 


Now, when our gold has gone, how can 


we trade with Europe or .pay our gold 
debts? Who will want our silver money7 


REPUBLICANS, WHY NOT BEGIN? 


Why should not the Republicans of 


North Adams begin to bestir themselves 
in the presidential campaign?

Cemokltte* To Call on tho People's Party 


Comratloa and Ask* for the Ap- 


pointment of a Conference 


Committee. 


St. touis, July 23.—The first day's 


session of the national silver party's 
convention In Music hall did nothing 
outsldo of effecting permanent organi- 
zation and appointing a committee to 
confer with a committee from the 
populists' convention. At 13 o'clock, 
one hour after the time set for call- 
ing the convention to order, there was 
not more than 200 persons present. A 
band in. the gallery kept those present 
in good cheer nntil tho convention 
opened. 
VV. P. St. John, the New 


York banker, stepped on the stage at 
11:53 
He was received with Blight 


cheering, as not many knew him. 
Tempoiary Chairman Newlands en- 
tered the hall a few minutes later and 
took a seat on the stage. Chairman 
Mott rapped for order at 12:20 o'clock. 
There were then about 400 delegates 
and others present Francis G. New- 
land* waa introduced as temporary 
chairman. He made a long spoeeh al- 
most entirely about silver. lie said 
that the democratic party was for 10 
to 1 Independent of the world, which 
sentiment was cheered. Els reference 
to Bryan was also loudly cheered. 
Bryan, he said, was young, cour- 
ageous, 
wise, 
enthusiastic 
and 


conservative. 
"We must 
accept 


the brilliant leader of democracy 
and march with him to victory," he 
said. "We must put up silver and put 
down gold to rational bimetallism " 
Temporary Chairman Newlands con- 
cluded his address amid cheers and ap- 
plause at 1.35 o'clock. The secretary 
called the roll for the committee on 
credential. 
A young woman, Miss 


Lillie B. Pierce of St. Louis, costumed 
as the Goddess of Liberty, read the 
Declaration of Independence amid 
great cheering. A permanent organi- 
zation was undertaken, committees 
being named by calling the roll of 
states. While this was in progress a 
motion to adjourn until 4:30 o'clock 
was carried amid a great deal of con- 
fusion, 


Alter 


Most of the delegates were in their 


•eats promptly at 4:30 and quite a 
sprinkling of visitors were in the gal- 
leriea Mr. Williams, a delegate from 
Nebraska, moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to invite the dele- 
gates to the populist convention to 
take Beats in the galleries for the af- 
ternoon, the populists not being in 
session. It was unanimously adopted. 
The rules of ths present congress were 
•greed upon as the rules of the con- 
vention. The committee on credentials 
reported no contests and suggested 
that any portion of a state delegation 
present in the convention could cast 
the full vote of the delegation. The 
report was adopted. 


Permanent Organization. 


Tha permanent organization commit- 


tee reported in favor of William P. 
St. John of New York as perma- 
nent 
chairman. 
As 
his 
name 


was 
mentioned 
the 
convention 


cheered vociferously. Hon. Charles A. 
Towne, of Minnesota was named as 
vice-president ot the convention, and 
again the delegates manifested their 
pleasure. Robert B. Diflenderfer of 
Pennsylvania was named as secretary. 
The report was adopted with a cheer. 
Mr. 91. John was then conducted to 
the chair. He prefaced his remarks by 
saying that it having been intimated 
that he would be asked to preside over 
the convention he had put his remarks 
in writing, that what he had to say 
might be in a shape which he would 
not regret having said. He therefore 
asked the indulgence of the conven- 
tion while he read rather than trust 
to the eloquence of the occasion. At 
the outset Mr. St. John captured the 
delegates by interlopating a state- 
ment that he should speak from a 
banker's standpoint, and that if he 
were addressing a gathering of bank- 
ers he would use no different terms. 
Mr. St. John's assumption that the 
convention would prevail upon the pa- 
triots calling themselves the people's 
party to endorse Bryan and Sewall 
wan received with hearty applause, 
continuing for nearly a minute. The 
assertion that the threatened flow of 
silver from the east had no force and 
that the entire stock of gold would be 
retired was also without force, for all 
of it, but ten or fifteen millions circu- 
lating on the Pacifis coast, had already 
been, retired, was greeted with loud 
applause. When Mr. St. John con- 
cluded many delegates rose to their 
feet and cheered. 


Motion To Confer with Populists. 


The next business in order. Chairman 


St. John announced, was the appoint- 
ment of special committees. *Mr. 6. 
W. Baker of California moved the ap- 
pointment of a committee consisting 
of one from each state to meet.* simi- 
lar committee from the populist .con- 
vention to take up the question of 
differences between the two parties for 
the purpose ot coming to some rational 
agreement, to the end that the nomina 
tion of Bryan and Sewall might bo 
ratiHed by the two conventions. Mr. 
Olmstsad of Oregon, speaking for the 
populists, seconded the motion, making 
the suggestion that each state delega- 
tion select its representative on the 
committee. Some desultory discussion 
ensued as to the propriety of the silver 
men nuking the first advances. Mr. 
Olmstead again addressed the conven- 
tion stating that the two conventions 
wore called to meet here to-day in 
order to consolidate the free silver 
forces for the campaign. The popu- 
lists being Che older party and having 
always stood lor free eUver, It would 
ill become their dignity, he thought, 
for them to take the first step. A dele- 
gate from Illinois offered as a substi- 
tute for Baker's motion one to the 
effect that each state delegation select 
a member of this conference committee 
and that the populist convention be 
notified of the action with a request 
that a similar committee be appointed 
by that body. A delegate asked if it 
.were the intention to await the report 
of the proposed committee before pro- 
feeding to nominate Bryan and Sswsll. 


(Cries "of liNo.") "WfiaVs the use of 
appointing it then?" he asked. But 
no one answered. 


IlllnoU SalMtltate Adopted. 


A delegate from Kansas, Mr. Shlnn, 


expressed the opinion that it was not 
wise or expedient for the silver con- 
vention to foice themselves upon the 
populists. There was really no differ- 
ence between tli« two bodies. (Cries 
of "Mistake"). 
Mr. Shinn tried the 


convention and was frequently inter- 
rupted by cries and applause to all of 
which he stated that he would speak 
until he had finished. Mr. Warden of 
Wisconsin pleaded for the .expedition 
of business. "Let us," he said, "ap- 
point the committee on conference, 
adopt a platform, nominate a candi- 
date and go home" (Applause). Af- 
ter further discussion the 'previous 
question was ordered on the motion at 
the delegate of Illinois which was ac- 
cepted by the author of the original 
motion, and it was agreed to. After 
the committee on conference had been 
nominated a delegate asked the chair 
what the committee would confer 
about. Chairman St. John' said he 
had no further 
information 
than 


the questioner, but he inferred, as the 
committee 
was 
composed of level, 


beaded men and had but one object in 
view it would rise to the occasion. 
(Cheers). 
On motion of a delegate of 


Michigan, at ths unanimous request 
of the delegation from that stats, it 
was ordered that hereafter the pro- 
ceedings of the convention be opened 
with prayer. At 6:25 p. m., on motion 
of Mr. Cornell of Colorado, the conven- 
tion adjourned until 10 a. m. to-day, 
notwithstanding the objection of some 
delegates who wanted another recita- 
tion from Miss Pierce who was on the 
platform during the first session. 


6,000 TROOPS ANNIHILATED.

J2S nose Force Sent Against Them. 


Vancouver, B. G, July 23.—Chinese 


advices received here say that the 
Mohammedan rebels at Lanchu have 
routed and almost totally annihilated 
ths force of fl.OOO imperial troops that 
were sent to suppress them. The 
rebels are soid to be marching through 
the country killing and pillaging on 
all sides. The authorities now pur- 
pose sending 4,000 troops, but these 
will doubtless be killed like the others. 
It is estimated that it will take 50,000 
troops to subdue the Mohammedans. 


VENEZUELAN BLUE BOOK. 


Claim That Dutch Control of Dkpnted 


Territory Wa* Reoognlied by Spain. 
London, July 23.—The promised 


Blue Book of Venezuela was issued 
last night It comprises 356 pages, 
their contents consisting of documents 
from the Dutch and Spanish archives 
from 1621 to 1790. An official summary 
is prefixed, which claims that the docu- 
ments prove that for over two cen- 
turies prior to 1796 the Dutch con- 
trolled the territories which are now 
in dispute, and that their control was 
recognized by the Spaniards.

from North Carolina, Marlon Butler, 
being made the temporary chairman. 
Threats uttered the night before and 
repeated with emphasis in the early 
morning by the "middle of the road" 
men that they would force a test vote 
by antagonizing the selection of Mr.' 
Butler by ths national committee with 
the nomination of Judge Jones of Mis- 
souri—a straight out Bryan man—all 
evaporated into thin air before tho 
convention met. Before the temporary 
chairman had entered upon his opening 
speech certain of the southern delega- 
tions stated their intention to bolt if 
the Chicago nominees were endorsed. 
They privately spoke of the absolute 
necessity of maintaining the people's 
party organization intact In their 
respective states so as to control the 
state offices. One of the most out- 
spoken of them frankly admitted that

NEW KITE RECORD. 


A Three Pound Meteorograph Railed to 


a Height of 6,961 Feet. 


Bayonne, N. J., July 23. — The obser- 


vers of Blue Hill observatory near 
Boston have notified William A. Eddy 
that a three pound meteorograph, 
made by Riohaud of Paris, was raised 
by means of two and one-eighth miles 
of piano wire on July 20 to a height of 
5,961 feet above the hill, thus break- 
ing all kite altitude records. 
The 


three Eddy kites, "made by Fergusson, 
passed through and beyonl the clouds, 
and were only visible at intervals be- 
tween breaks in the clouds. The kites 
and instruments remained at the high- 
est point half an hour and exerted a 
pull of from 110 to 120 pounds. A good 
record was obtained, showing that the 
air was very dry above the clouds and 
about 18 ^degrees colder than at the 
earth's surface,

J year, had adopted platforms and had 
put forward their leaders; and now 
another great political party, young, 
but a growing giant in strength, had 
assembled to speak to the American 
people in this critical and important 
hour. (Cheers). The parties that had 
had charge of the government since 
tha war had succeeded in bringing 
the nation to the verge of bankruptcy 
and ruin, and had necessitated the 
existence of the populist organiza- 
tion. The people's party had raised 
an issue so nniversa\, so great, so 
important that it had split both 
the old parties in two. (Laughter and 
applause). Now, this convention had 
mat to save that issue or to allow it 
to go down in defeat. He had faith 
that this convention would not turn 
itself into a democratic annex—(loud 
cheers)—or into a republican annex— 
(more cheers)—but would find a way 
between t\em that was true and 
right. What, Senator Butler asked, 
should this convention do? and he was 
answered by one of the California 
delegates, Alfred Daggett, "nominate 
a straight populist candidate on a popu- 
list platform, without reference to 
what the democratic convention has 
done." (Cheers). "If this convention," 
Senator Butler exclaimed, "cannot fol- 
low its own teachings, it Is not worthy 
to represent the people. I believe that 
this convention is going to stand to- 
gether. It is not going to split 
(Cheers). We have split both 
the 


old parties." 
Senator Butler spoke 


for an hour, closing his speech at 3 p. 
m. He was congratulated by Ignatius 
Dofanelly and other persons on the 
stand. 


Reeoet Taken. 


When Senator Butler resumed liis 


seat some cries were raised for a speech 
from Mrs. Lease, but the chairman 
directed the secretary to call the roll 
of states to name the committee on 
credentials. This was done and the 
committee named. On the motion of 
Mr. Donnelly of Minnesota the con- 
vention, at 8:15 o'clock, took a recess 
until B p. m. to enable the'committee 
on credentials to report. After the re- 
cess wad taken the ooavejatiou resolved 
itself into an informal mass meeting 
and Congressman Howard of Alabama, 
who will be remembered as having in- 
troduced a resolution to impeach 
PresiQent Cleveland, spoke for ten 
minutes. He made a bitter attack 
upon the democratic party and advo- 
cated standing on an independent 
ticket. 
He was fallowed by other 


speakers, wh« urged standing for the 
peopla's party issue first, last and all 
time.

Ths real explanation of the trouble 
was that whoever was ia charge of 
th* arrangements had neglected to en.
